5* In mid-December one regiment of a Chekiang garrison brigade moved to the 
Ch 9 umen (121-1?. 28-15) area. 

6, a In early December Chekiang military authorities drafted three boatmen 
from each pao****** (100 families) la the coastal areas of southern 
Chekiang. The authorities gave JMP 300,000 to the family 0 f each 
draftee. 

7* In rid-December it wae rumored along the Chekiang coast that the Chinese 
Communist Amy was preparing to attack Shangtach* en (121-53* 28-32) and 
Hslatach* en (121-54, 28-28) Islands. 

8# On 24 December an underground shelter capable of holding 15,000 people was 
being built at the intersection of Hankow and JJbochow Roads with Honan 
and Kiangsi Roads, Shanghai. The suonorting pillars in the shelter are 
constructed of cement and atones. The inside of the shelter has been 
completed and all work is to be finished by the end of the year# Sand- 
bags are being piled outside. 
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
